East Indian creditors could cell 
the debtor and his family into 
slavery forever. 
In the Middle Ages a bank­ 
rupt was a criminal. Later he 
«ot some rights: Though credit­ 
ors could force him to turn over 
all his goods, he would escape 
prison. 
The 
basic 
concepts 
of 
our 
bankruptcy laws are: 
(1) 
Pro­ 
rate the bankrupt's assets among 
his creditors, «2» discharge him 
from most of his debts, and (3) 
•grubstake” 
him 
by 
exempting 
certain things from the credit­ 
or's reach. 
The English wanted to discour­ 
age extravagance, yet they saw 
that a debtor's misfortune could 
trap him. So the early bank­ 
ruptcy laws grudgingly were on­ 
ly for actual tradesmen. Othets 
had to take their medicine. 
Our Constitution gives Congress 
power, first used in 1800, "to es­ 
tablish a Uuniform , . . Law on 
the subject of bankruptcies.” 
After Congress had passed and 
then repealed three laws It pass­ 
ed our present bankruptcy act in 
198. It amended the act in 1838 
to refine liquidation and rehabili­ 
tation proocedures. 
Today the act relieves the debt 
or through liquidation, or reor­ 
ganization and rehabilitation. His 
creditors 
have 
always 
worried 
about the debtor, but now the 
state through law has declared 
the 
public concern in 
putting 
him back on his feet. 
The Supreme Court has 
— 
that the act aims to "relieve the 
honest debtor from the weight of 
oppressive indebtedness, and per­ 
mit him to start afresh, free from 
the obligations . . . consequent 
upon business misfortunes.” 
This purpose is ”. . . it give* 
to the honest but unfortunate 
debtor who surrenders (his prop­ 
erty a new opportunity in life 
and a clear field for future ef 
fort . . .” 
Also the law puts creditors on 
notice to watch out that their 
debtors do not overextend them­ 
selves.
